Work will get under way 
forthwith on a Master Plan for 
the future development and im- 
provement of Belle Glade, City 
Manager Celeveland B. Talmad- 
ge reported today. 


The Plan, a two-year job, will 
be the work of the City Plan- 
ning Board, with technical as- 
sistance from the Florida De- 
velopment Commission. Cost of 
the planning project is set at 
$10,000, shared equally by the 
City and the Federal Govern- 
ment's Housing and Home Fin- 
ance Agency. 


Representatives of the State 
Development Commission and 
the Road Department met re- 
cently with the City Commission 
and the City Planning Board to 
explain the State's technical 
services, Talmadge said. 


SRD Engineers Al Vores, 
from Tallahassee, and Chuck 
Owens:of the Ft. Lauderdale 
District Office, offered their 
Department's traffic surveys 
and highway planning to Belle 
Glade, Yo go with the Master 
Plan which will take in all oth- 
er aspects of the City’s future.

Traffic counts, in- 
terviews, and other field work 
should await the winter sea- 
son, Vores said, giving the City 
ample time to decide whether 
to sign up for the SRD services, 


A formal request will be for- 
warded by Talmadge to M. A. 
Conner, SRD Traffic and Plan- 
ning Chief, for a cost estimate 
of these services. 


The Florida Development 
Commission was represented at 
the meeting by J. Martin Gain- 
er, Assistant Manager of the 
Planning Department, Wallace 
H. Jones, Community Develop- 
ment Specialist in the Industry 
Development Department, and 
J. E. Baril, Community Plan- 
ner, who is responsible for the 
Commission's technical planning 
aid to Belle Glade.

Radioactive Fallout 
In Florida Checked 


In Florida, as over the entire 
country, a substantial decrease 
in the radioactivity of rainfall 
became apparent in the late 
Spring of 1959 is primarily as- 
sociated with the ban on nuclear 
weapons testing, and was mea- 
sured at five monitoring sta- 
tions in Jacksonville, Gaines- 
ville, Panama City, Lakeland 
and Miami. 


The beginnings of a radiolog- 
ical monitoring program were 
launched in March of 1958, but 
with funds available the data 
collected has been limited. The 
following is a brief activities re- 
port for the year 1959. 


A marked decrease in the rad- 
joactivity of surface waters and 
rainfall became apparent in the 
late Spring of 1959 and continu- 
ed for the remainder of the year, 
corresponding to cessation of 
world-wide nuclear weapons 
testinug. 


Florida's surface and under- 
ground waters continued to cun- 
tain activity well below max- 
imum permissible levels and in 
most instances the underground 
water concertrations were bare- 
ly measurable. 


The University of Florida's 
surveillance of Alachua County 
zontinues and Florida State Un- 
iversity has undertaken a simi- 
lar program commencing in Dec- 
ember, 1959, These programs 
safeguard the nuclear education 
and research efforts now under- 
way in the University system. 


During 1959, 442 samples were 
collected frem Florida's 20 wa- 
tersheds and 592 separate ana- 
lysis were made. Gross alpha 
and beta determinations were 
performed on the total solids

D. Little, Inc, organization of 
Cambridge, Mass., and it points 
up some most interesting facts
